OKYWARN 


The annual SKYWARN™ Recognition 
Day (SRD) will be held this year on Saturday, 
December 3, 2016. This is the day when} 
Amateur Radio operators 
Weather Service (NWS) offices and contact | 
other operators around the world. The pur-| 4% 
pose of the event is to recognize the vital pub- 
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lic service contributions that Amateur Radio operators make during National 
Weather Service severe weather warning operations. It also strengthens the 
bond between Amateur Radio operators and the local National Weather Ser- 
vice. The event is co-sponsored by ARRL and the National Weather Ser- 
vice. Please remember that this is not a contest, so no scoring will be com- 


puted. 


Object: For all radio amateur stations to exchange QSO information 
with as many National Weather Service stations as possible on 80 through 
10 meters, including 6 and 2 meters bands and the 70 centimeter band. Con- 


tacts via repeaters are permitted. 


Date: National Weather Service stations will operate December 3, 2016, 


from 0000 - 2400 UTC. 


Exchange: Call sign, signal report, QTH, and a one or two-word de- 
scription of the weather occurring at your site. 

Modes: National Weather Service stations will work various modes in- 
cluding SSB, FM, AM, RTTY, CW and PSK31. While working digital 
modes, special event stations will append "NWS" to their call sign (e.g. 


N@A/NWS). 


Station Control Operator: It is suggested that during SRD operations, 
a non-National Weather Service volunteer who is a licensed radio amateur 
serve as a control operator for the station that is set up at a NWS office. 

New this year: There will be a new log submission process introduced 
this year, and W1AW at ARRL Headquarters is scheduled to be on the air 
for SKYWARN™ Recognition Day. More details will be released later.

OFFICIAL OBSERVER: We 
have had several complaints over 
the last several months regarding 
repeater and HF interference. I had 
two Louisiana hams who requested 
to become Official Observers in or- 
der to help deal with the issues at 
hand. At the present time ARRL is 
revamping the Official Observer 
Program, therefore they are not tak- 
ing applications at the present time. 
In the meantime, in order to deal 
with state issues, we will have to 
work with our current system. 
Please document carefully regard- 
ing times, frequencies (repeaters), 
location, and what the person or 


persons are doing that you believe 
is illegal. Audio recordings would 
be very helpful. If you can take a 
video of the issue with the camera 
showing the frequency and the of- 
fending audio, you can upload to 
youtube.com and have a quick link 
to give to the OO and/or FCC. Af- 
ter you or your group have com- 
pleted your documentation please 
send it to our current state Official 
Observer, Ron Rieviere, WBS5CXJ.

Ranch Potatoes 


INGREDIENTS: 


8-10 medium potatoes, peeled, and 
cut into 1/2 inch cubes 1 1/2 cups shredded cheddar 
1 can cream of mushroom soup, cheese, divided salt and pep- 
undiluted per 
1 1/4 cups milk 6 slices bacon, cooked and 
crumbled 


1 envelope ranch dressing mix 


INSTRUCTIONS: 

Add the potatoes to a saucepan. Add water to cover. Bring to a boil; cook about 10-12 
minutes or until potatoes are almost tender; drain. Place drained potatoes into a greased 
13x9 inch baking dish. 

In a bowl, mix together the soup, milk, salad dressing mix, | cup cheese, salt and pep- 
per to taste; pour over potatoes. Sprinkle crumbled bacon and the remaining cheese over the 
top. Bake, uncovered, at 350° for 25-30 minutes or 
until potatoes are tender 

This was very simple to make. I did mix pota- 
toes with main ingredients before putting them in 
the pan and topping with the additional cheese and 
bacon. I had a ton of potatoes from the garden so I 
made up 4 13x9 pans of them. When completely 
cooled in fridge, I bagged up in quart-sized freezer 
bags and froze the rest. We just had some last night 
again from the freezer and they're as good as 
freshly made!
